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The  Bulletin  takes  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  Directors 
of  the  Alumnae  Association  at  their  last  meeting  gave  a vote 
of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Sigmund  Pollitzer  for  her  untiring  efforts 
as  president  of  the  Association.  Mrs.  Pollitzer  has  shown 
wonderful  zeal  in  behalf  of  Barnard  and  a tireless  spirit  in 
the  executive  work  that  her  position  necessitated. 

It  is  the  earnest  wish  of  all  that  Mrs.  Pollitzer  realize  that 
her  work,  undertaken  for  the  best  interests  of  College  and 
Alumnae,  has  been  appreciated,  and  it  is  their  expressed  hope 
that  she  will  thoroughly  enjoy  her  freedom  from  Alumnae 
responsibilities. 

The  editors  regret  to  announce  that  Miss  Charlotte  E. 
Morgan  has  resigned  as  Chairman  of  the  Publicity  Com- 
mittee. Under  her  guidance  the  Bulletin  has  been  published 
since  it  was  started. 

The  following  is  a short  account  written  by  Dean  Gilder- 
sleeve  of  Mr.  Schiff’s  recent  gift  to  Barnard. 


THE  STUDENTS’  HALL 

All  the  Barnard  community  is  deeply  interested  in  the 
Students’  Hall  which  Mr.  Jacob  H.  Schiff  has  so  generously 
offered  to  present  to  the  college,  and  is  impatient  to  see  the 
actual  work  of  construction  started.  The  contracts  will  be 
let  just  as  soon  as  the  plans  and  specifications  are  completed. 
The  architects,  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Trustees,  and 
the  college  officers  concerned  have  been  busily  at  work  per- 
fecting the  details  and  pushing  the  plans  along  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  Before  spring  comes  we  hope  to  see  the  excavation 
begun. 
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The  position  of  the  building  has  been  considered  long  and 
carefully,  and  opinions  have  been  invited  from  the  Faculty, 
certain  students,  and  the  Trustees.  After  studying  all  aspects 
of  the  matter,  the  Building  Committee  has  decided  that  the 
new  hall  shall  be  placed  on  the  Claremont  Avenue  side  of 
Milbank  Quadrangle,  in  a line  with  Earl  Hall. 

It  is  unfortunately  necessary,  in  order  to  erect  the  building 
at  all,  to  sacrifice  some  portion  of  the  campus.  It  was  difficult 
to  decide  whether  part  of  the  hockey  field  or  the  garden  should 
be  given  up,  but  the  location  now  proposed  seems  best,  on 
the  whole,  for  the  future  development  of  the  quadrangle.  It 
leaves  the  North  end,  near  the  present  academic  buildings,  free 
for  additional  class  rooms  and  laboratories,  which  it  will  be 
important  to  have  adjacent  to  the  present  lecture  rooms.  It 
will  probably  make  it  possible  to  have  always  an  opening 
opposite  our  present  courtyard,  so  that  Milbank  Hall  may 
have  a vista  looking  into  the  quadrangle. 

On  the  first  floor  of  the  Claremont  Avenue  side  will  probably 
be  the  swimming  pool,  exercise  rooms  and  locker  rooms.  On 
the  main  floor  will  be  the  large  gymnasium  and  some  social 
rooms.  The  lunch  rooms  will  probably  be  on  the  top  floor, 
the  library  and  a large  lecture  room  on  the  third  floor.  There 
will  also  be  class  studies,  offices  for  student  organizations 
and  alumnae,  rest  rooms,  and  a physician’s  office. 

Probably  by  the  spring  of  1917  the  Students’  Hall  will  be 
available  for  some  purposes,  and  certainly  by  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1917-18  the  College  will  have  expanded  into  the 
new  building  which  it  has  so  long  and  so  ardently  desired.

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  announcement  is  made  that 
General  Carpentier  has  resigned  from  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


REPORT  OF  THE  STUDENTS’  AID  COMMITTEE 

The  total  fund  of  the  Students’  Aid  Committee  is  $6,270.92. 
The  amount  on  loan  is  $4,834.78  and  the  cost  of  loans 
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granted  during  the  college  year  19 14-15  amounted  to  $1,136.50, 
of  which  part  was  loaned  for  the  regular  five  years  term 
and  part  on  short  term  notes  or  for  terms  of  three  and  four 
years.  These  loans  were  made  to  8 Seniors  and  4 Juniors. 
Five  applications  were  refused  in  the  course  of  the  year  for 
various  reasons,  one  only  on  the  ground  of  poor  scholarship. 
In  the  spring  and  in  the  fall  of  1915,  loans  were  granted  for 
the  year  1915-16  to  4 Seniors,  2 Juniors  and  1 Sophomore, 
amounting  in  all  to  $661.50. 

The  Committee  considered  that  they  had  to  loan  this  year 
only  about  $800.  Fortunately  $50  came  in  June  and  $50  this 
fall,  as  one  of  the  beneficiaries  has  paid  back  a loan  of  $100 
ahead  of  time,  so  that  has  increased  the  amount  for  the  year. 
The  Committee  will  undoubtedly  need  all  the  money  they  can 
secure  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  as  they  have  pledged 
$661.50  out  of  $900,  and  will  doubtless  have  a number  of 
applications  to  consider  during  the  year.  It  is  the  plan  of  the 
Committee  to  increase  their  fund  some  each  year  by  appealing 
for  contributions  from  each  class  the  year  after  graduation. 
On  account  of  the  Quarter  Century  Fund  this  practice  has 
not  been  carried  out  for  the  past  two  years.  One  appeal  was 
made,  though,  last  June  to  the  classes  of  1912,  ’13,  and  ’14 
and  as  a result  $25.60  was  secured  from  them.  1912  also 
individually  pledged  $200  and  1914  individually  about  $75. 
The  work  with  these  classes  is  to  be  continued  by  Mrs.Lowther, 
a member  of  the  Students’  Aid  Committee,  who  has  had  the 
matter  in  charge,  and  it  is  hoped  the  classes  will  generously 
support  the  work  of  the  Committee. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EMPLOYMENT 

The  Committee  on  Employment  of  the  Associate  Alumnse 
of  Barnard  College  has  had  four  objects  in  view  in  its  work 
this  past  year : one  to  keep  itself  informed  on  the  vocational 
affairs  of  the  day,  a second  to  advertise  the  employment  office, 
a third  to  point  out  to  the  undergraduates  the  various  fields 
of  work  open  to  college  women  and  a fourth  to  do  what  it 
can  to  aid  the  student  to  decide  which  field  she  would  like 
to  enter  upon  graduation. 
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In  carrying  out  its  first  plan  the  committee  has  been  in 
correspondence  with  the  Women’s  Educational  and  Industrial 
Union  of  Boston,  with  the  Intercollegiate  Bureau  of  New  York 
and  with  the  Employment  Bureaus  of  Radcliffe,  Vassar,  Smith, 
Mt.  Holyoke,  Cornell,  and  Wellesley,  and  has  found  out  that 
the  Employment  Committees  of  these  colleges  are  all  working 
along  the  same  lines  in  this  matter  of  vocational  guidance  as 
our  own  Committee. 

In  carrying  out  its  second  plan  five  hundred  circular  letters 
advertising  the  Employment  Office  were  sent  out  in  the  spring 
to  the  schools,  publishing  houses  and  laboratories  in  New  York 
City  and  the  nearby  suburbs  of  New  York,  New  Jersey  and 
Connecticut. 

In  carrying  out  its  third  plan — that  of  endeavoring  to  point 
out  to  the  student  body  some  of  the  various  fields  of  work 
open  to  college  women — the  Committee  has  published  six 
articles  in  the  Barnard  Bulletin  this  past  year — each  one 
written  by  an  expert  in  his  or  her  profession.  The  Committee 
has  also  invited  the  students  to  two  talks  on  vocation,  the 
first  by  Miss  Mary  Snow,  Research  Secretary  of  the  Inter- 
collegiate Bureau  of  Occupations,  who  spoke  on  Present 
Vocational  Opportunities,  and  the  second  by  Dr.  Gertrude 
Walker  of  the  Woman’s  Medical  College  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
spoke  on  Medicine  as  a Profession  for  Women. 

In  carrying  out  its  fourth  plan  the  Committee  had  expected 
to  establish  a Board  of  Vocational  Counselors  with  whom  the 
students  might  consult.  Because  the  Student  Council  did  not 
feel  that  there  was  any  desire  on  the  part  of  the  student  body 
for  these  counselors  the  plan  was  dropped  for  the  present. 
Miss  Nutting,  Miss  Gunther,  Miss  Weir,  and  Miss  Cohen, 
however,  very  kindly  consented  to  advise  with  any  students 
who  were  interested  in  the  various  phases  of  Nursing  and 
Health,  Household  and  Institutional  Administration,  Art,  and 
High  School  Teaching,  and  their  office  hours  were  printed  in 
the  Bulletins  in  which  their  articles  appeared. 

On  April  29th,  Miss  Abby  Porter  Leland,  Principal  of 
P.  S.  No.  60,  held  an  office  hour  at  Barnard  to  advise  with 
any  students  interested  in  teaching  in  the  Elementary  Schools 
of  New  York  City. 
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Miss  Doty  reports  that  for  the  year  Oct.  1914  to  Oct.  1915 
there  have  been  275  requests  for  recommendation  and  152 
appointments.  Of  the  appointments  37  were  for  permanent 
positions  and  29  for  part  time  positions  lasting  for  ten  weeks, 
86  for  temporary  positions. 

The  requests  for  recommendations  include  a dean,  teachers, 
tutors,  governesses,  secretaries,  clerks,  social  workers,  mothers’ 
helpers,  examination  proctors,  editorial  assistant,  educational 
staff  of  telephone  company,  saleswomen,  laboratory  assistant, 
camp  counselor,  library  assistant,  bill  collector,  and  house- 
worker. 

As  nearly  as  can  be  estimated,  the  amount  earned  through 
last  year’s  appointments  is  $29,871. 

Barnard  graduates  and  undergraduates  may  register  directly 
with  the  Columbia  Appointments  Office  as  well  as  with  our 
Alumnae  Committee  on  Employment.  We  wish  to  have  all 
those  in  search  of  positions  continue  their  registration  with  us 
at  Barnard,  since  we  feel  that  we  can  have  more  personal 
knowledge  of  their  qualifications  and  desires  than  the  large 
central  office. 

This  year’s  report  shows  the  largest  number  of  requests 
for  recommendation  and  the  largest  number  of  appointments 
made  that  we  have  ever  had.
